On the 25th March, 1985, three children namely, Sunita, 
Sumitra and Pa wan Kumar were grazing their cattle near the 
Canal Rest House. Rithal. They went to the bank of the 
canal to drink water. While drinking water, Sunita slipped 
and fell into the canal. Instantly she clutched at Sumitra’s 
legs. Consequently Sumitra also fell into'the canal. ' She in 
turn caught hold of Pawan Kumar’s legs who too fell into 
the canal. All the three children were struggling for their 
lives and made frantic shouts for help, 

Shri Rajpal, who was passing by carrying a load of grass, 
heard their cries and rushed to the site. On seeing the 
drownine children, he immediately jumped into the canal, 
managed to catch hold of Sumitra and Pawan Kumar and 
brought them ashore. He again jumped into the canal in 
order to save Sunita but she clung on to him in anawkward 
manner and both of them were drowned in the canal; 

Shri Rajpal thus showed exemplary courage and prompti¬ 
tude in saving the lives of the helpless' children and in the 
process lost his own life.

On the 3rd April, 1983 Shri Ramesh Chandra Choudhury, 
who was on a visit to Jaipur, noticed a gas cylinder in Dr. 
Bhattacharya’s house catching fire and five persons engulfing 
in the flames. Unmindful of serious risk to his own life, 
he immediately rushed into Dr. Bhattacharya’s house and 
picked up the burning cylinder and thew it out of the house. 
In the process he sustained 30% burns. Tnspite of sevefe 
injuries to h : s person Shri Ramesh Choudhury took the badly 
burnt persons to the hospital where the victims succumbed 
to their injuries. . But for the timely action of Shri 
Choudhury in throwing the burning gas cylinder out of Dr. 
Bhattacbarya’s house, the fire would have spread to the six 
neighbouring houses causing severe loss to men and material. 

Shri Ramesh Chandra Choudhury displayed conspicuous 
courage and promptitude in rescuing the victims who un¬ 
fortunately later succumbed to their injuries in the hospital 
unmindful of the risk involved to his own life. 

3. Shri Dhurjnath allias Dhuraj Bengali, 

Village Singaria, Dakhili Urra, 

Tehsil Nanpara, District Behraich, 

Uttar Pradesh. 

On the 12th September, 1983, 15 persons were travelling 
in a country boat in a lake, which was full with flood water, 
in Singaria to reach Assam Road. Caught in a whirlpool, the 
boat suddenly turned turtle and atl the occupants started 
drowning in the lake. On seeing the mishap Shri Dhurjnath 
reached the spot with the help of a trunk of a banana three. 
He also managed to brine a small boat to the site of accident. 
Then Be died into the lake and brought out 10 out' of the 
15 drowning persons and saved their lives. However, lives 
of 5 persons, which included a woman and four children, 
could not be saved and ironicallv the 3 years old child of 
Shri Dhurjnath was one of the dead. 
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Shri Dhurjnath showed exemplary courage and promptitude 
and rendered selfless service in saving the lives of ten drow¬ 
ning persons regardless of risk involved to his own life. 

4. Lance Naik Loni Mao (No. 4359222), 

1 Assam. Regiment,

On the 29th February, 1984, a one year child fell into 
a septic tank in the family quarters of 1 Assam Regiment 
The septic tank was quite big and full of night soil. A hue 
and cry was raised by some women which drew Lance 
Naik Loni Mao to the site. He immediately entered into 
the tank through the man-hole and tried to search the child 
using his legs and hands. As he was finding it difficult 
to remain afloat he shouted for poles, which were imme¬ 
diately provided. After swimming for about 15 feet under 
water he found the child's legs. Immediately, he caught 
hold of the legs and swam with the help of the polo to 
the exit point. He rendered timely first aid to the child 
and ran carrying him for about 800 yards to the Military 
Transport Oarage of the unit, where a vehicle was arranged 
to take the child for medical aid. Thus the life of the child 
was saved. 

Lance Naik Loni Mao showed exemplary courage and 
promptitude in saving the life of the child from drowning 
at the risk of his own life.

Ou the 16th February, 1984, a boat with 10 persons was 
coming from Bhimanakolli to Badanikuppa in the Kabini 
river backwater. The distance between the two places is 
around 4 kilometres and the depth of water in some places 
is 60 to 70 feet. Suddenly the boat capsized and seven 
of the occupants were drowned instantly and three were 
struggling for their lives. This was noticed by Master 
Ambrose, a physically handicapped boy, and Master 
Murugan, who were moving in a country boat. Tnspito of 
considerable risk to their own lives. Master Ambrose and 
Master Murugan rushed to tho spot of incident in their boat 
and saved the lives of the three drowning persons and 
brought them ashore. 

Master Ambrose and Master Murugan. showed exemplary 
courage and promptitude in saving three lives from drown¬ 
ing at the risk of their own lives. 

3. Shri Doddathimmaiah,

On the 24th July, 1984, Master R. Mohan, a 14 year 
student of ninth standard, while walking on the side bund 
parapet wall of the western bank of the Ulsoor Lake 
accidently fell Into It from a height of 12 feet with his 
school bag containing books around his neck and was 
struggling for his life. He was swept away nearly 40 feet 
from the bank. Though about 25 to 30 persons assembled 
there to watch the incident none dared to save the boy. 
A Despatch Rider of Homo Guards and Civil Defence 
Organisation. Shri Doddathimmaiah, who happened to be 
passing that way learnt about the incident from the people. 
He spared no time In jumping into the lake In his uniform in 
order to save the boy from drowning. He swam upto the sport 
and caught hold of the boy who clung to him in an awkward 
manner making both his and Shri Doddathimmainh’s safety 
almost impossible. He managed to bring the boy ashore 
covering the distance of 40 feet by swimming unmindful of 
risk involving to his life. 


Shri Doddathimmaiah showed exemplaiy courage and 
promptitude in saving the boy from drowning disregarding 
the risk to his own life. 

4. Shri H. Nageshi, 

School Master, Namarki,

Karnataka. 

On the 16th April, 1984, Shri R, Gangalakkaiah, who was 
on a pilgrimage to Sharda Temple at Sringeri with his family, 
was caught in the whirlpool while bathing in Tonga river. 
His nephew Shri Ravanasiddaiah, who jumped into the river 
for rescuing him, was also caught in the whirlpool. Both 
of them struggled for their lives, A fine and cry was raised 
by the family members of the drowning persons which drew 
the attention of Shri H. Nageshi, a School teacher and Home 
Guard, who was on the bank of the river at a distance of 
about 200 metres. Shri Nageshi immediately jumped into 
the river, swam the distance and reached the spot. On 
realising the danger of getting himself into the whirlpool, 
where the depth of the water whh about 20—25 feet, Shri 
Nageshi carefully handled the rescue act by removing his 
dhoti and stratebing the other end towards the drowning 
persons, from the edge of the whirlpool and dragged them 
out from the dangerous spot. By that time both the victims 
had 1 ,,.-,; :;.ch 2k, i Nageshi carried 

both of them ashore with the help of an improvised floating 
aid (bamboo mat) and rendered them first aid. 

Shri H. Nagshi thus displayed exemplary courage and 
promptitude in saving the lives of two persona regardless 
of the danger posed to his own life.

On the 22nd May, 1984 Smt. Beevi was crossing the 
Kothamangalam river alongwith her three young children 
at Palllynthu Kadavu. where there are rocks rising above 
the water level separated by negotiable distances nil through 
the entire width of the river which is taken advantage oT 
by the local people to cross the river. While crossing the 
river one of her children slipped from a projecting rock and 
fell into the river where the water level was about 3 metres 
deep and also there was strong current. In an attempt to 
rescue the child, the mother jumped into the river and in the 
process the other two children who were clinging to her also 
fell into the river. All the four were drifted 5 to 8 metres 
downstream by the strong current and they began to drown 
in water. 

Shri Sivasanknrankiilly. who happened to bo there for 
bathing, saw the heads of tho helpless persons above the 
water level struggling for their lives. He immediately jumped 
into the river regardless of the danger posed to his own 
life, swam towards them for about fifteen metres, caught 
hold of them and brought them to the bank of tho river. 

Shri Peedikakudyvilnkathu Sankaran Nair Sivasankarnn- 
lcutty displayed immense courage and promptitude in saving 
the lives of four persons from drowning unmindful of the 
risk involved to his own life.

Deeply 
moved by one such incident that occurred on the 17th August 
1983, in which one person drowned to death. Shri Chouthya 
made a resolve to use his talents as a good swimmer to 
save the lives of vicitms of such incidents. Since that day 
till 28th July, 1984 he has saved 42 lives. 
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10. Naik Patare Sliivaji Kundlik (No, 2768573)

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Thus, Shri Chouthya has displaced courage and promptitude 
in saving ihe lives of numerous persons from drowing un¬ 
mindful of risk involved to his own life.

On the 25th Match, 1984, Kumari Draupadi, aged 
15 years, jumped into a 50 feet deep well containing 15 feet 
deep water in an attempt to commit suicide. The incident 
was noticed by the cbowkidar ol the nearby Office of the 
District Commandant, Home Guards, Betul and an alarm 
was raised. On hearing the alarm, Sainik Deepalvan rushed 
towards the well and without losing any lime jumped into 
it in order to rescue the drowning girl. Reaching the bottom 
of the well he caught hold of the girl and brought her to 
the water level supporting himself on a projected brick 
inside the well. In the meantime some other people collected 
around the well and a rope was lowered into the well 
with the help of which the girl and the brave Sainik were 
retrieved. In the process Shri Deepalvan received some 
injuries. Shri Deepalvan also promptly administer first aid 
to Kumari Draupadi to drain out the water swallowed by her. 

Shri Deepalvan thus displayed exemplary courage and 
promptitude m saving the girt from drowning in the well 
with utter disregard to his own safety.

On the 18th June, 1984, Master Sameer Singh aged 6 years 
was playing with Harish Patidar aged 2.5 years and Pinkoo 
Jain, aged 4 years, behind Block Colony, Kukshi, where 
Government Quarter was tinder construction. There was 
one septic tank constructed to store water needed during 
construction work, which was 7 feet deep and full of water 
While playing, child Harish Patidar slipped into the septic 
tank. At that time there was no body near the spot except 
Sameer Singh and Pinkoo Jain. Sameer Singh rushed, 
caught hold of the hand of Harish Patidar struggling in the 
water and then forcefully pulled him out of the septic tank 
and saved his life. While doing the rescue act there was every 
possibility of his falling into the water and being drowned. 

Mater Sameer Singh alias Soon thus showed exemplary 
courage and promptitude in saving the life of the drowning 
hoy irrespective of the risk involved to his own life, 

9. Shri Deorao Kasan Rathod

Ou the 10th August, 1984, Shrimati Kamla Tordeo Nikodc 
was pushed into the village well which was 17} feet deep 
water by her husband under the influence of liquor with the 
intent to kill her. Shri Nikodo also jumped into the well 
and pushed her head into water in order to drown her. The 
hue and cry made by the woman, drew Shri Deorao Kasan 
Rathod and other villagers to the well. Shri Rathod imme¬ 
diately jumped into the well and caught hold of the drowning 
wow»n The drunken min resisted his attempts to save 
tho life of Shrimati Kamla and an altercation also ensued. 
Ultimately Shri Rathod overpowered Shri Nikodc and told 
the woman to go up with the help of a rope which was 
thrown into the well with tho end tied to tho pully-stand 
fixed on the parapet wall at the tor of the well. Shrimati 
Kamla being very tired was not in a position to climb and 
Shri Rathod giving her support assisted her in getting out 
of the well. One Shri KLsan Shivaji Thakur. with the help 
of a pully-stand of the well hung himself into the well 
Shrimati Kamla caught hold of his legs and with the help 
of other persons assembled around the well, came out. 

Shri Deorao Kasan Rathod displayed exemplary courage 
and promptitude in saving the life of Shrimati Kamla from 
drowning unmindful of eraVe danger to his own life in a 
trying situation. 


On the 11th August 1984 a girl named Kumari Sudesba 
Kamble fell into Mula river which was in lull spate due to 
Monsoon. About 500 people assembled on the bank, watch¬ 
ed helplessly the drowning girl. Milk PaUue Shivaji Kund¬ 
lik of 14 Maratha Light Infantry, who was on duty and was 
crossing the narrow bridge over the Mula river in an army 
vehicle, came to know of the incident. He immediately got 
out of the vehicle and jumped into the river in full uniform 
from the bridge. Against heavy odds like strong current, 
Naik Shivaji Patare, rescued the drowning girl from tho 
swollen riVer. 

Naik Patare Shivaji Kundlik showed exemplary courage 
and promptitude in saving the life of the drowning girl un¬ 
mindful of tlie risk involved to his own life.

Khairuddin aged 
7 years and his sister, Phatunbi aged 12 years were grazing 
their goats in the field of one Miyabhni and the boy acci¬ 
dentally fell into the well situated in the field and was 
drowning. 

Shri Prakash Tukaram Panhale and Shri Subhash Yesb- 
wantrao Kulkarni, a Police Constable, who are resident# of 
nearby houses heard the hue and cry made by the young 
girl and immediately rushed to the spot. A number of 
people had gathered around the well but none dared to 
rescue the boy. The well was not in use and the water was 
quite deep. The boy was not visible as the water was not 
clean. Shri Subhash Kulkarni, without any hesitation, 
jumped into the well and stalled searching for the boy. He 
found it very difficult to locate the. boy and shouted for 
assistance, Shri Prakash Tukaram Panhale at once jumped 
into the well and went deep into the water, aloncwith Shri 
Subhash Kulkarni. They located the boy, who was by then 
unconscious, brought him out of water aud gave him first 
aid. 

Shri Prakash Tukaram Panhale and Shri Subhash Yesb- 
wantrao Kulkarni showed exemplary courage and prompti¬ 
tude in saving the life of the drowning boy, in total disregard 
of tho risk involved to their own liv'es. 

13. Kumar Shivjit Sidhu,

On the 20th May, IPS'!, Kumar Sameer Kotnis, aged 10 
years, fell into tho swimming tank of Pune Club and sunk 
to the bottom.

At the time Kumar Shivjit Sidhu and others were 
swimming in the lank. On noticing the incident, Kumar 
Sidhu dived to the bottom and found him lying there. He 
tried to bring the boy upto the water level but failed due to 
his tender arc. He immediately came up and shouted for 
help. Then with the help of others including a teacher, he 
rescued the unconscious boy. 

Kumar Shivjit Sidhu displayed presence of mind, courage 
and promptitude in saving he life of Kumar Sameer Kotnis 
under circumstances of crave dancer to his own life. 

14. Shri Banwar Lai. (POSTHUMOUS)

During 1st June, 1984 to 15th June 1984, an Educational 
Camp was organised at Mount Abu under the auspices of 
Bvawar Bal V'kas Sanvti. Shri Banwar Tql, a student of 
10th class in Government Patel Higher S-epndary School, 
Byawar and n President Scout was one of the participants 
in the camp. One dav mine students attending the camp 
went to Naiki hike for bathing and three of them slipped and 
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fell into the lake. They were struggling for their lives and 
were drowning. On seeing this, Shri Banwar Lai immediately 

i umpcu nno me iakc anu leseued the hapless victims one 
ly one. Unfortunately, before he could get on shore, Shri 
Banwar Lai was bit by the foot of a student and stumbled 
into the lake. Due to exhaustion he could not control 
himself in water and started drowning. A person from the 
crowd assembled near the site plunged into the lake and 
brought Shri Banwar Lai ashoie. He was administered 
prompt first-aid but his life could not be saved, 

Shri Banwar Lai showed exemplary courage and prompti¬ 
tude in saving three lives but in the process sacrificed his own 

life.

On the 18th April, 1984, at 1800 hours, a casual labour, 
Shri Lanka Main fell into a 500 feet valley in Lawngthlai- 
Diltlang-Parva Road in South Mizoram. The area is a dense 
forest infested with snakes and wild animals. Ploner Gurdev 
Singh, who happened to pass by in a vehicle, noticed the 
incident and organised a rescue party consisting of himself 
and other five labourers who were in the vehicle. He, nlong- 
with the other five persons, went down the deep valley 
unmindful of potential hazards and with great difficulty 
located the fallen man, who was lying unconscious with 
serious head injuries. Shri Gurdev Singh used his turban 
to carry the injured man hack to the road surface where 
he was given medical attention. But unfortunately Shri 
Lanka Main succumbed to his injuries. 

Pioneer Gurdev Singh displayed exemplary courage and 
promptitude in trying to rescue a life from the deep valley 
in the face of hazards posed to his own safety.

By that time Sepoy Patil had 
swrllowrd some water and g n t cxhanstel. As n result he 
could not hold on to the bank of the canal and the forceful 
water dragged him for another 30 yards. However, he 
managed once again to reach the bank of the canal and was 
pulled out by the villagers. 

Sepoy Bhagwan Kashinath Patil showed exemplary murage 
and promptitude in saving the life of the child from drawl¬ 
ing at tho risk of his own life.

On the 3rd May, 1984, a GREF vehicle driven by M T 
Driver Mohan Lai, with 3 more personnel inside, fell down 
into Tcesta river about 165 feet below the road level at the 
notorious landslide spot called Lukhbir. There was tor¬ 
rential rain and it was pitch dark. 

After a little while, another GREF vehicle driven by M T 
Driver Sampat Wagh, with five others inside, reached the 
said spot. Unware of the accident, Shri Sampat Wagh 
stopped the vehicle at the slido area when he found nno; her 
civil truck standing on the road in front of his vehicle as it 
could not proceed further due to incessant falling of stones 
from the hill. After sometime, Shri Sampat Wagh reversed 
his vehicle to return. Tho civil truck also reversed and sped 
off. While reversing Shri Sampat Wagh saw light in the 
river down below the slide area resembling the head liaht 
of a vehicle. He got down from the vehicle, took his torch 
and tried to locate the vehicle lying in the river, He stepped 
down from the road to have a clear view of the vehicle and 
saw it lying in the river. He shouted repeatedly to know 
whether anybody was alive inside the ill-rated vehicle end 
after some time he could hear tho feeble voice imploring to 
save. 

Meanwhile n civil truck on its way to Siliguri arrived and 
Shri Wagh requested the driver to show the headlight towards 
the riyer to get a clearer view of the vehicle lying In the 
river. The civil truck driver extended all possiblo help and 
also gave a rope with which Shri Wagh tied his vehicle with 
one end and tho other end thrown towards the river ride. 
He aPo requested the driver of the CRP vehicle, which 
arrived there in the meantime, to render him necessary 
j^ca'fr'rief' rescue the injured personnel from the river. 
Duly assisted by he CRP personnel, Shri Wagh got down the 
vertical hill stone towards the river bed and in the process 
he slipped and fell but narrowly escaped from falling into the 
river After a thorough search he could locate the three 
seriously injured nrrsons whom he brought back to the road 
Jewel. One of them succumbed to his injuries later, M T 
Driver Mohan Lai could not be located inspite of best efforts
